WRECKED BY A LANDSLIDE. 


The Water Tank Accident—A Fatal Boiler 
Explosion. 


St. JOHNSVILLE, N. T., April 19.—The pas- 
senger train No. 4 on the New York Central 
Railroad met with an accident near this place 
at 11:50 o’clock last night. A landslide had 


caused the rails tospread, throwing the eneine 
from the track. The engineer, Edward Ken- 
nar, was killed, and one fireman, E. Wilce of 
Albany. had a leg broken. The passengers 
were badly shaken up, but none of them were 
seriously injured. A wrecking train has been 
sent from Utica to the scene of the accident. 
The wrecked train consisted of eight cars, all 
but one of which left the track. It is stated 
that the landslide was 120 feet long. 

The only passenger injured was George Van 
Allen of Oneida, and his wounds are not 
serious. Great credit is given to Conductor 
Doxtater of the wrecked train for his success- 
ful efferts to stop Express Train No. 5 from 
the East, which was done within seven car- 
lengths of the landslide. Engineer Kennar’s 
last words were: Boys, flag the trains!

MALLOY’S CASE. 

The case of Recorder Thomas J. Malloy of 
the Twelfth Ward was the next called. Malloy 
was convicted of making 113 illegal registra- 
tions in the Twelfth Ward books. The point 
raised in his case was argued by his attorneys 
this morning. He was indicted by the No- 
vember Grand-jury in the District Court for 
making the false entries. The case 
was certified up to the Circuit Court, 
where it was docketed for trial. 
It wasthen discovered that the indietment 
piaced the offenses inthe Ninth instead of the 
Eighth Congressional District. To remedy 
this clerical error to which attention was 
called in open court in the ee of Malloy 
and his attorneys, a new indictment was made 
out by the Circuit Grand-ju and returned. 
When it was presented another statement of 
the facts was made and a jury was called, the 
case tried and the defendant was 
convicted, on the ground that Malloy 
was never called upon to plead to the indict- 
ment on which he was tried his attorneys now 
claim a aew trial. They contend that the fail- 
ure to take Malloy’s plea left the jury and the 
court without any joined issue to try. The 
Government held that it was not necessary to 
arraign Malloy to lead as the case 
which was only a misdemeanor could have 
been tried without the attendance 
of the defendant und that his presence only 
became a question of importance when the 
Government moved a forfeiture of recog- 
nizance or the Court ordered his appearance, 
in which case the presence of the defendant 
became necessary to answer the recognizance 
but not otherwise. Several opinions bearing 
on the two sides of the question were sub- 
mitted. By reversing the proposition 
Judge Thayer placed the question in 
anew light. He asked if the verdict had 
been an acquittal instead of a conviction, 
could the Government, in the opinion of the 
counsel for the defense, rearraign the de- 
fendant for trial as if his liberty had not previ- 
ously been placed in jeepardy? Mr. Napton 
replied that be was not prepared to answer 
that question. The Court announced that an 
opinion would be given on the question to- 
morrow morning. 

THE STANLEY CASE. 

Mr. T. B. Childers next appeared to argue 
a motion for a new trial in the case of Deputy 
Recorder James J. Stanley of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward. His argument was interpreted 
by the District Attorney as mainly a demurrer 
to the evidence, which should properly have 
been submitted to the Court at the con- 
clusion of Govern ment’s case. 
He claimed the prosecution had 
not presented evidence that was 
at hand to establish thetruth or falsity of the 
charge. The defendant had a right to expect 
that the Government would call the witnesses, 
who were present and who could have estab- 
lished the questions of residence, upon which 
the case hung.

“KNOWLEDGE AND BELIEF.” 


The Court of Appeals Sustains Verified In- 
formations in Judge Noonan’s Court. 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed the 
judgment of the Court of Criminal Correction 
in the case of Otto Bach and he was dis- 
charged. Bach was convicted and sentenced 
to pay a fine of $50 for disturbance of the peace. 
The information was signed bythe Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney and was verified by the 
affidavit of a private individual who 


swore that the facts therein stated were true 
according to his best knowledge and belief. 
On the question whether an information veri- 
fied by a private individual according to his 
best knowledge and belief satisfies the re- 
quirements ofthe law, the Courtof Appeass 
holds that it does as to the special law relating 
to the Court of Criminal Correction, the law 
being operative so faras it has not been ex- 
pressly repealed by subsequent legislation or 
necessarily abrogated by subsequent constitu- 
tional provisions. 

In the Fitzporter case the Court held that 
where such an information is signed by the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney it need not be 
verified by the oath of a private 

rson at all, the general statute 
not displacing the special law. The Court 
however, hoids that the information was de- 
fective by reason of not being sufficiently 
definite in its terms to apprise the defendant 
of the charge which he was called upon to 
meet. He was to meet six distinct. charges 
and evidence was offered to substantiate but 
one, the holding ofloud, offensive and inde- 
centconversation. Even this was not set out. 
On the second ground the judgment is re- 
versed and the defendant discharged.

TAAFFE-RYAN. 


An Affirmance and a Reversal in the Justice - 
of-the-Peace Contest. 


The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
judgment of the Circuit Court in the case of 
Patrick J. Taaffe against Jeremiah Ryan, in- 
volving the contest for office of Justice of the 
Peace in the Fifth District last November. 
The Circuit Court dismissed the proceeding for 
want of jurisdiction. Exclusive original juris - 
diction to determine contests for the 
office of the Justice of the Peace is vested in 
the County Court. The fact that there is no 
County Court within this city, tends to show 
that the Legislature has overlooked the feat- 
ure but does not authorize any court to 
assume a statutory jurisdiction without a war- 
rant. Omissionsof that kind cannot be sup- 
plied by judicial construction. 

In the proceeding of City Register Tracy 
against P. J. Taaffe to compel him to deliver 
up his books and papers the Court of Appeals 
reverses the judgment of the Circuit Court and 
dismisses the case. The court below had 
awarded a writ in favor of the Register. The 
Court of Appeals holds that the facts do not 
authorize the court to supply defective legis- 
lation by unwarranted judicial construction.

THE CRY THAT GREETS THE MUNICIPAL 
ASSEMBLY. 


The Council and House Face the Great 
Question— NG Compromise With the 
Nuisance—Bills to be Introduced in Both 
Chambers—Placing of the Post-Dispatch 
Petitions—The Chief Engineer of Minne- 
apolis Gives Some Startling Figures— 
One-Ninth Less Than St. Louis Pays— 
Progress of the Anti-Dust Crusade. 


It was a glittering eye that the Ancient Mar- 


mer fixed upon the passer-by. 
It is a glittering eye that is fixed this evening 


upon the Municipal Assembly. 


Unlike the Mariner’s, the eye has come to 
stay, and the Assembly will not get out of the 
focus until it passes a sprinkling bill. 

For once in its history the Assembly has the 
proud distinction of commanding the atten- 
tion of every respectable citizen of St Louis. 

For once its members have the opportunity 
of being not simply legislators, but bene- 
factors, not of any class or faction, but of the 
entire public, male and female, 

For once their official actions are being 
watched by every good woman in St. Louis, 
and instead of the loud clamor for political 
place and power, their ears will be greeted by 
a petition more powerful than has ever gone 
up to the Assembly. 

The agitation in the PosT-DISPATCH against 
the dust has worked upthe Assembly, and it 
is understood that several sprinkling bills will 
be introduced in both Houses this evening. 


These bills will be bitterly opposed. 
It is not to be expected of the 
sprinkling monopolists that they will 


sitquietly down and see this plum taken out 
ot their hands. But it is also not to be ex- 
pected that the people who have suffered so 
long from this monopoly will fail now to 
do their share to crush it. No matter what 
the monopolists may do, the people 
have a weapon that defies defeat. That 
is the petition which every one can sign. 
Simultaneously with the presentation 
of the bills in the Assembly the Post-DISPATCH 
petitions will be issued. That is, as soon as 


the monopolists begin to do their 
work the people will begin to 
do theirs. The bill needed to rid the 


city of the dust nuisance cannot be passed for 
several weeks, andin that time everybody can 
get a chance to sign the petitions. 
When the time comes for the final 
reading of the bill, the united petition of the 
citizens of St. Louis, irrespective of sex, will 
bring a pressure to bear that will be irresist- 
ible. 

The first of these petitions will be issued 
this evening by the August Gast Lithograph 
Company, and wl be distributed by the 
Post-D1sPaTCH carriers to-morrow. One for 
the men will be placed m every 
drug store in the city, in 
every club-house, in every exchange, 
in livery stables, in business houses; in fact, 
inevery place where signatures can be ob- 
tained. The demand for them from the ladies 
has already become so great that the first plan 
has been modified so that petitions for femi- 
nine signatures will also be placed in the drug 
stores. Each block will, however, be can- 
vassed by some energetic woman, and 
the petition is piaced inthe drug stores only 
to preventany woman being oyerlooked in 
the canvass. Any woman can take her choice, 
either of signing the lady canvasser’s petition 
orthe one in the nearest drugstore. It is 
immaterial where you sign, ladies, but be 
sureand sign some place, because for the 
first time in your life in St. Louis you are 
given an equal voice: in asking for the abate 
ment ofa nuisance. ~. 

There are a great many people, men and 
women, who are eager to assist in the good 
work by circulating petitions themselves. All 
such persons can get “petitions by 
applying to their carrier or the Post- 
DISPATCH office. Don't waste any time 
in getting your petition started. Get it 
right out and begin to gather in the names as 
soon as possible. 

The Municipal Assembly, standing to-day 
on the threshold of the greatest reform the 
city could be blessed with, cannot do better 
than study the following communication from 
the Chief Engineer of the city of Minne- 
apolis, Minn. Minneapolis has a popula- 
tion of 150,000, and has the name 
of being one of the prettiest cities in America. 
A visitor to it will at once understand why it 
has that reputation. He will be able to drive 
or walk all over the city and not get as 
much dust upon him as. a person will get in 
St. Louis in walking a dozen squares. Here 
the sprinkling carts are out from morning 
till evening and Minneapolis and 
St, Louis stand about alike in 
their need of sprinkling. Minneapolis hasa 
dry, sandy soil and St. Louis has her soft ma- 
cadam that pulverizes and makes the terrible 
lime dust. The air in Minneapolis, though it 
is much cooler than that of St. Louis, is much 
drier. 

At the time the dust was fiying around St. 
Louis last fall in blinding clouds, a member of 
the City Council wrote to the Chief Engineer of 
Minneapolis and received this reply: 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE, 
MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., August 21, 1888. 


Edward port, Esq: 

DEAR Sin: Your favor of the 19th inst. just 
received: In reply to your inquiry I would 
say that our street sprinkling is done by con- 
tract, extending over a period of three years, 
and is authorized by our charter, a copy of 
which I will send you. Page 53 of the charter 
will give all there is ofthe law. Page 78 the 
form of assessment roll. I will also mail a 
blank assessment roll. The City Coun- 
cil at any time during the sea- 
son can, a J resolution, order any 
street tobe sprinkled, resolution stating the

City Council of the City of Minne- 
apolis that the following named 
streets and avenues be sprinkled 
from the —— day of A. D. ——, until the Ist 


day of November, A. D. 18—. We only order 
the streets to be sprinkled during one season, 
notwithstanding the contract is for three 


years; ordering at the beginning of 
each season (without petition) such streets as 
the Council think should be _ sprinkled, 
commencing about April 15 and run- 
ning until November 1. The contractof 
is paid a certain price per block 
per week for exch street sprinkled 


during the time that the work is actually 
done; the Council continuing to order at any 
time during the session, and the assessments 
are made against thefabutting property for the 
actual cost of the work on said street. We have 
no printed schedule for contractors to bid on; 
specifications requiring the contractor to 
2 all streets ordered by the , City Coun- 
eil during that season for the term 
of his contract, i. e., a street ordered 
one season may be discontinued the next, and 
the contractors having me right to do the

According to the figures given in the above 
letter it costs the citizens of Minneapolis just 
$50,000 a year to make their city 
among the finest in America. In other 
words, Minneapolis, nearly one-half as large 
as St. Louis, psys for being entirely sprinkled 
only one-ninth of what St. Louis pays for 
being one-third sprinkled.

sprinkling monopoly. : 


THE “TRANSIT” SYSTEM. 


Relief Asked by the St. Louis Millers—A 
Secretary Elected— Railroad News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has decided to 
hear representatives of the Transcontinental 
railroads on Thursday of this week upon 
their application for a suspension of the long- 
and-sbort-haul feature of the interstate com- 
merce law. 

The Commission has replied to Louis Fusz, 
President of the St. Louis Millers’ Association, 
praying relief against the discriminating rates 
on flour from Minneapolis under the transit“ 
system, which is alleged to preclude milis 
South or East of Minneapolis from competing 
with that point for domestic or foreign trade. 

The Commission does not understand the pe- 
tition to complain of the rates established un- 
der the interstate commerce law, but that it on 
the contrary concedes thatthe new rates are 


reasonable as compared with those from St. 
Louis, The complaint is that there is on hand 
a large accumulation of what is known as 
‘‘transits’’ which must control rates until 
they are worked off,and that as a consequence 
the new rates are ineffective,except as applied 
to local points between Minneapolis and Chi- 
cago. Thus, while the tari is 86 cents 
per barrel from Indianapolis to Chicago, the 
actual rate is still 10 cents higher per barrel 
and the milling interests in all other sections 
of the country are paralyzed by such a 
monstrous discrimination. It is clear, the 
letter continues, that the Committee could not 
grant relief by giving to St. Louis excep- 
tional advantages corresponding to those 
which Minneapolis is said now to enjoy. That 
would be a discrimination against 
other localities as indefensible and much 
opposed to the spirit of the law as the 
transit system itself. Neither could the Com- 
mission compel the railroads upon which St. 
Louis depends to reduce their rates on flour to 
the level of what is said to be the actual 
rates from Minneapolis when, as the petitioner 
concedes, a higher rate is reasonable. If the 
„transit system is pernicious it would ob- 
viously be unwarrantablefor the Commission 
to order or sanction anything that would ex- 
tend or perpetuate the mischief. 

It may be questionable, perhaps, the 
Commission says,“ whether the so-called tran- 
sits have such validity in law that the compan- 
ies issuing them are bound to give transporta- 
tion according to their terms, when the effect 
would beto discriminate in favor of one ur 
more localities against others. The question 
is not brought before us by your 
petition, and could only be raised in some 
ge which would directly present it 
and in which parties interested@would have 
opportunity to be heard. 

A SECRETARY ELECTED. 
Edward A. Mosley of Boston has been 


elected Secretary of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. He is a Demo- 
cratic member of the Massachusetts 


Legislature and one of the Committee on Rail- 
roads. He was strongly indorsed for one of 
the commissionerships. Mr. Mosiey bas been 
a merchant of high standing in Boston for 
many years. He is a resident of Newburyport. 


Plans of the St. Paul. 


CHICAGO, III., April 19.—A special from Mil- 
waukee says: Alocal paper is authority for 
the statement that the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway Company has practically de- 
cided upon building from Tomanawk Lake fifty 


miles north to the State line, thence to the 
Presque Isle River and north to Union Bay, a 
distance of fifty miles, and from this point a 
line paraliel to the copper range from 
Union Bay to Houghton, a distance of 
seventy-five miles. A line was run to Union 
Bay by the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & Western 
Railway before they built to Ashland. The 
line from Union Bay to Houghton would cross 
all tne principal rivers flowing into Lake 
Superior from the upper peninsular, and es- 
tablish a large lumbering connection. The 
country between the copper range and the 
lake is said to be a fine agricultural region. It 
is said that the line of railroads mentioned is 
a feasible one, and if the directors of the road 
should decide upon building it the line would 
probably be put through next season. 

The report is circulated in railway circles 
that among other important extensions to be 
made by the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway in the near future is one to the city of 
Bismarck, Dak. This is a line that the St. 
Paul projected and caused preliminary sur- 
veys to be made several years ago. Four or 
five years ago the company secured property 
for terminal facilities at Bismarck and nego- 
tiations for more real estate are now being 
made. According to report, the intention is 
to have the Bismarck extension in operation 
this year. 


A Proper Conclusion. 


CHICAGO, April 19.—A few days ago the man- 
agers of the various roads between Chicago 
and St. Pauland Minneapolis met in this city 


and appointed a committee of five to go to 
Washington and make an appeal to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for a suspension 
of the long-and-short-haul section of the new 
law on St. Paul and Minneapolis through busi- 
ness, in order to enable them to meet the lake 
and water competition. Itis now stated that 
since the committee has been appointed such 
differences of opinion regarding the advis- 
ability of making such applications have 
arisen between tie various rouds that the 
committee has given up the idea of going to 
Washington. 


The Chicago & California Road. 


Mr. J. H. McCarthy, whois associated with 
Mr. Thomas McCurthy in the contract for the 
Chicago, Santa Fe & California Railroad, is at 


the Laclede. He reports that work on the 
new road is well under way at Chillicothe, III., 
where the work has been found very heavy. 
The party is here on business connected with 
the proposed road.

THE WESTMINSTER ABBEY SERVICES. 

The Queen has made an alteration in the 
programme of the jubilee service at West- 
minster Abbey. The sermon is struck out 
and the lesson responses in the accession 
services and ashort psalm, which will be 
chanted, are to be substituted. It is now 
doubtful whether either the Hallelujah Chorus 
or the Coronation anthem will be included. 
The clergy who will take part in the service to 
the extent of appearing in the robes and walk- 
ing in the procession are the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York, the Bishops of 
London and of Winchester and the Dean 
and Canons of Westminster. It is 
probable that the Dean will read the 
lesson, Canon Prothero the special prayer, 
and the Primate will pronounce the blessing 
at the conclusion. The occasional music in 
connection with the service is to be selected 
from Handel and Mendelssohn, and the State 
trumpeters are to be in attendance. The 
Queen has commanded the attendance of the 
royal body-guard and of the heralds and 
sergeants-at-arms. The abbey is to be fitted 
up almost exactly as it was at the coronation, 
and all this work is to be done by Messrs. 
Bantling.

DUKEDOM OF SAXE-COBURG-GOTHA. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times an- 
nounced the other day that the Duke of Edin- 
burgh had renounced his succession to the 
Dukedom of Saxe · Coburg- Gotha in favor of his 
son. It is untrue that there has been any re- 
nunciation ofthe Duke’s rignt, nor is it cor- 
rect to state that there was any arrangement 
that his English income was to cease on the 
death ot his uncle. Even if the present Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha is disposed to leave his 
nephew as little as possible, he has no 
power over mis hereditary estates, 
which are all in strict settlement. There 
have been negotiations at various intervals 
during the last twelve years for the sale of the 
Duke of Edinburgh’s Coburg rights to the 
Prussian Government. The bargain was nearly 
struck when Queen Victoria and Emperor 
William met at Baden-Baden in 1876, the point 
in dispute being a mere pecuniary detail. The 
aversion which undoubtedly exists at Berlin 
to the Duke's succession also applies to his 
son, as it is notso much to the English birth 
and education that the objections are made, 
as to the fact of the Duke’s Russian 
prociivities, which render it highly 
probable that with a sharp man and 
a clever woman reigning at Coburg, the little 
capital would become the center of anti-Prus- 
sian .intrigue. Prince Bismarck is* 80 
thoroughly aware of the trouble which was 
caused to successive Kings of Prussia owing to 
the politics of Darmstadt and Stuttgart being 
inspired from St. Petersburg, that he is re- 
solved not to allow a new Russian agency to 
be established either at Coburg or anywhere 
else in Germany. If there ever was 
& man who seemed key to at- 
tain patriarchal age it is the present 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, who is now in 
his 68th year. But when he does die I fully 
expect that we shall hear that an arrangement 
has been made by which the Duke of Edin- 
burgh will give up the succession to Prussia, 
receiving an adequate compensation; and he 
would doubtless be able to retain his uncle’s 
private estates, which afford some of the fin- 
est sporting in Kurope.

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LORD LANSDOWNE, 


The Unpopularity of Canada’s Governor- 
General—Living in Seclusion. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcaH. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 19.—Lord Lansdowne 
is not happy in Canada. He never has en- 
tered as cordially into a Canadian life as did 
his predecessors, Dufferin and Lorne, and the 
agitation which has been aroused against him 
on this side of the Atiantic over the eviction 
of his Irish tenants has not tended to increase 
his peace of mind, happiness or popularity. 
He was appointed Governor-General of 
Canada in August, 1883, and has yet over a 
year to serve to complete his term of 
office. The general impression is that he 
will not serve out his full term, although the 
$50,000 sulary he draws and the 
free quarters and perquisites he is allowed, 
bring into his pocket avery nide 
little income, which goes a long way toward 
making up the loss he is sustaining through 
the inability of his tenants to pay the rent roll. 
Lord Lansdowne is mercenary, and he wants 
every dollar due him. The strict economy in 
which every matter of detail is administered 
testifies to this. The lavish extravagance of 
Lord Dufferin and Lord Lorne loom up in 
striking contrast to the policy of retrench- 
ment amounting almost to mean 
ness which has characterized Lord 
Lansdowne’s incumbency at Rideau 
Hall. As an instance of his penury, I 
may briefly mention a little story that is golug 
the rounds, which amply illustrates how small 
even the Governor-General of Oanada can be 
in small matters. For many years an old Irish 
farmer has lived near the fences surrounding 
the Governor-Generail’s grounds at Ottawa. 
During the occupation of Rideau Hall by Lord 
Dufferin and Lord Lorne, this old man was 
given the refuse that came from the kitehen 
of the hall, upon which to feed his pigs. After 
Lansdowne’s arrival the old man continued to 
cart away the scraps that fell from the table, 
until one day his Excellency observing him in 
the yard loading up his cart, remonstrated 
with the steward at the waste, and ordered 
that a number of pigs de  »pur- 
chased at once that the refuse might 
not be wasted. Apropos ofthis trait in Lord 
Lansdowne’s character, it may be said that 
where Lord Dufferin and Lord Lorne gave 
their hundreds to charitable institutions, 
Lansdowne gives nothing, although he is by 
far the wealthiest Governor-General Canada 
ever had. The life of seclusion he leads is the 
subject of much comment. He lives entirely 
within the grounds surrounding thehall. He 
is fond of skating, and as there isafine rink 
not fifty yards from his own door and on his 
own grounds, he spends much of his time on 
the ice. All the appliances of curling and tobog- 
ganing are also at band, both of which winter 
sports he is passionately fond. He has 
been the recipient of many  threaten- 
ing letters, and being naturally a 
timid man, like the Czar of Russia, he prefers 
to live in obscurity thanto take the chances 
among the mob. It is believed that this con- 
stant fear of something dreadful happening 
has had much to do with his present life of 
isolation. How different is now the reception 
given to him from the ovation given 
to Dufferin when visiting any other 
part of the Dominion. Every attempt 
at demonstration now is a failure. If the 
degree of Lord Lansdowne’s popularity is to 
be measured by the spiritof the receptions 
which are accorded to him when he appears 
in public he is nota subbject for envy. This 
state of affairs may or may not be in the end a 
good thing for Oanada. The majority of Cana- 
dian people are tiring of having an 
English autocrat presiding over them. 
They want a chief executive of their 
own oreation, one who has grown up in 
the country and who knows its customs end 
requirements. Lansdowne knows all this and 
must feel his position. The vice regal party, 
including Lord and Lady Lansdowne, will 
leave in a few days for Toronto, where they 
will reside for a month. It is feared there may 
be a cold welcome for hini on his arrival there, 
as Toronto is the head center of the Irish Na- 
tional League, and its members are very out- 
spoken in their denunciation of his treatment 
of his tenants.

. CELEBRATED CHATEAU. 


Wake of the Imperial Ruler—The Czar’s 


.New Ton, April 19.—The Womo to-day 
publishes the following correspondence:

Czar Alexander ITT. tails concerning this 
place of residence, will be of interest: 
Gatschina is situated between the two summer 
residences of Tsarkoe Selo and Krasnoe Selo. 
Since the elevation of Alexander III., 
Gatschina has been but little spoken of. When 
the Ozar Nicholas wished to give to 
some of his court the proofof his good 
will, he would give them a dog of the 
Gatschina breed. The chateau was constructed 
by Poter the Great, and he 
gave it to his sister Nat- 
alle. The Empress Cath- 
arina gave it to Orloff. At 
the death of the favorite 
of the Empress she bought 
it back and placed it at 
the disposai of the Grand 
Duk@ Paul, who lived 
there a great many years. 
Since that time the chateau 
has rarely been inhabited. 
Gatschina is a long build- 
ing with a wing at each 
end. Upon the corner of 
each stands a tower. It 
has three floors. The firstis supported by 
columns of marble. The interior of the 
chateau is not specially noteworthy. The 
park which surrounds the chateau is admira- 
bly arranged. 
WELL GUARDED. 

The guarding of the chateau and of the 
park is excessively rigorous. The roads 
which terminate at Gatschina are patrolled by 
soldiers. The railroad station is equally well 
guarded. People who donot belongto the 
Imperial service cannot enter or depart 
from the trains at the Gatschina sta- 
tion. Around the park wall there is a chain of 
sentincls who are placed seventy-five feet 
apart, and they in turn are relieved every 
hour. Admission tothe park and chateau is 
not permitted, not even to the servants or the 
employes of the Imperial Cabinet, except on 
the presentation of an admission card whose 
color is changed every eight days. More than 
this, the people living in the chateau, no mat- 
ter what may be their rank, are forbidden to 
shut the doors of their apartments either night 
orday. Gen. Richter, who has charge of the 
troops at Gatschina,and Gen. Tacherwin, Chief 
of Police of Imperial Safety, have the right to 
enter any one of these chambers when 
they please, in order to make any search 


they deem necessary. It will thus be seen that 
all measures of precaution have been well 
taken. The task has been much more difficult, 
because it has been the wish of the Emperor 
that no guests of the chateau should be con- 
scious of the presence of the police. The Czar 
desires to have his personal safety well —＋ 
ed, but at the same time he is not willing to 
give up his favorite amusements, such as 
walking, hunting or * He often goes 
alone in the outwoods, and it has happened 
several times that the police agents, who have 
followed him have been taken for conspir- 
ators. The Empress, who is constantly fear- 
ful, and whe wishes to conceal her fears, has 
had two long galleries built where she has had 
everythfn that could by any possibility 
amuse and distract the Czar. 
THE CZAR’S REMARKABLE COURAGE. 

After numerous prayers she has succeeded 
in getting bim to take his daily exercises in 
these galleries. The Czar and Ozarina often 

o out in acarriage together to pass several 

ours at St. Petersburg, which is 
about eight miles distant from Gatschina. 
The Ozar does not like military escorts. He 
has given proof in actual circumstances of 
courage and most remarkable coolness. He was 
seen amonth ago to mingle with a crowd in 
the street during afire which raged in one of 
the narrow streets of the capital. The 
aid-de-camp who accompanied him in 
his perilous expedition said the next day: ‘‘I 
would have much preferred to walk alone 
in a street with cannonading towards me from 
both ends, than to find myself again under 
similar circumstances in that crowd.’’ 
Around Gatschina there is a veritable camp. 
This army is there only for the purpose of 
guarding one man, the chief of 240,000,000 sub- 
jects. The Czar is obliged to live in this little 
chateau, built in the midst of an almost naked | 
plain, achateau which has no past history, 
and all this because a handful of fanatics ex- 
ist in Russia who will hesitate at no crime to 
further an end which they know to be abso- 
lutely chimerical. The Russians love their 
Emperor, and the few fanatics of Nihilists 
will not be able to change the sentiments of 
an entire people.

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A CLEAR EXPOSITION OF THE NEW LAW BY 
THE COMMISSION, 


With Significant Hints to the Railroads That 
Are Fighting Against It. 


In the course of a statement ot ita functions 
for the benefit of those who are asking all 


the sorts of premature rulings which it is not 


authorized to make on ex parte requests, the 
Interstate Commission puts forth this clear 
definition of the scope of the law: 


AS TO SECTION 4. 

Second (empowers us upon application by 
a common carrier to authorize such common 
carrier in lon cases to charge less for 
longer than for shorter distances, over the 
same line; and also to prescribe the extent of 
relief from the operation of the former part 
of the same section which a _  desig- 
nated common carrier may from time to 
time enjoy. A large number of petitions have 
been filed under this section, the considera- 
tion of which is at this time engaging the at- 
tention of the Commission, and nothing said 
in this opinion is to be treated as in pay man- 
ner bearing thereon. It is obvious that appli - 
cations like those of the railway conductors 
and the Traders’ and Travelers’ Union have 
no relation whaever to the duties imposed 
upon us by section 4. And this is the only sec- 
tion of the law which the Commission has 
power to suspend or relax. 

CONGRESS NOT TO MANAGE RAILROADS. 

Congress has not taken the management of 
the railroads out ofthe hands ofthe railroad 
companies. It has simply established certain 
principles under which interstate commerce 
must conducted. It has enacted in section 
1 that all charges for interstate transportation 
hall be reasonable and just:’’ has prohib- 
ited in section 2 all manner of unjust discrim!- 
nations; has forbidden in section 8 all undue 
and unreasonable preferences and advantages; 
has required in the same section reasonable 
and equal facilities for the interchanges of 
traffic and has prohibited in section 6 the 
pooling of freights. That, in substance, is 
the interstate commerce law. 

NOTHING NOVEL IN THE LAW. 

There is nothing novel in these provisions. 
They simply bring back the business of the 
common carriers to the well-settied prin- 
ciples of the common law. Yet no one can 
deny that there was urgent need of their 
statutory formulation. Alleged difficulties in 
putting them in operation only disciose ex- 
amples of the extent to which they have been 
violated in the past. 

These sections of the act are expressed in 
plain words. A construction must be given 
to them in the first instance by the carriers 
and their patrons. When a course of conduct 
has been adopted, of which complaint is made 
that it violates the law, the decision of the 
question will rest with the courts or with the 
Commission, as the complaining party ma 
elect. This is the orderly method in which 
all legislation is administered and applied, 
and the statute in question presents no ex- 
ception. 

GOOD FAITH ALONE REQUIRED. 

One more suggestion may properly be added. 
Itappearsfrom the numerous petitions that 
have been laid before us for preliminary ad- 
vice, many ofthem obviously upon the sug- 
gestion if not by the procurement of the car- 
riers themselves, that common comment on 
the law by the carriers and those who have 
heretofore enjoyed special favors at their 
hands, describes the system of penalties 
which the law provides as extreme, 
and the risks imposed: upon unipnten- 
tional and unwitting violators of 
its provisions as enormous. Such com- 
ment seems to us neither fair nor just. It is 
true that section 8 provides that for violation 
of the luw, and for failure to do an act which 
the law requires, the offending carrier shall be 
liable to the injured party for the actual dam- 
ages sustained, together with a reasonabie 
counsel or age nen A tap” to be fixed by the 
Court, and collected with the costs in the 
case. It is also true that section 10 imposes a 
fine of not to exceed $5,000’ upon com- 
mon carriers and their officers, agents 
and who wilfully do or 
cause done, or willing! 
suffer or permit to be done, any prohibite 
act, etc., upon conviction in a district court 
of the United States. The civil remedy de- 
scribed in section 8 adds an attorney’s fee to 
the existing common law right of any injured 
party to recover the full amount of his dam- 
ages, a coudition of affairs which cannot 

reatly alarm corporations disposed to fair 

ealing; while the criminal remedy given in 
section 10 obviously pertains to intentional 
violators of the law, and is in these cases to 
be graduated by the court according 
to the enormity of offense. 
Good faith, exhibited honest 
effort to carry out the requirements of the law 
willinvolve reasonable and fair-minded offi- 
cialis in no danger of damages or fines. The 
elasticity of the statute in their favor is no- 
ticeable. The unjust discrimination of section 
2 must be in a like and cotemporaneous ser- 
vice,in the transportation of alike kind of traf- 
fic, under substantially similar circumstances 
and conditions.’’ The preference or advantage 
of section 8 must be ‘‘undue or unreason- 
able. Throughout the act, as it now stands 
in confessediy experimental form, there is 
exhibited an obvious and a generous purpose to 
allow to the corporations ample scope in the 
conduct of their business as common carriers 
for the people, and fair consideration of every 
ressonable claim, while insisting upon just, 
impartial, open and consistent rates of 
charge, to which every citizen shall be sub- 
ject alike whose situation is the same. Surely 
the people could not ask for less. 

A STRONG HINT TO RAILROAD MANAGERS. 

The language and the tenor of the act wholly 
fail to justify railroad managers, if any such 
there be, who refuseto accept responsibili- 
ties, decline to offer rates, neglect to an- 
nounce conditions of traffic, embarrass the 
customary interchange of business and im- 

ose stagnation upon trade, while they ‘ ‘stick 
n the bark’’ ofthe phrases and expressions 
of the law, inventing doubts and imagin- 
in dangers. It is still more unjus- 
tiflable for railroad companies to 
make use of the general clauses of the law, ig- 
noring its modifying and enlarging words and 
formulas, in order to impose additional bur- 
dens upon localities, trades, professions, 
manufacturers, consumers, Classes of travel- 
ers or employes, straining and repressing 
every construction in favor ofthe corporate 
treasury, and quoting the new law as their au- 
thority for all manner of petty exactions. The 
powers of the commission are entirely adequate 
to cope with such conduct, the existence of 
which is not affirmed, although it has been 
somewhat publicly suggested. The same 
statute which enacts that charges for like 
service shall be uniform to all, also provides 
that charges in every case, and for every 
kind and class of service, shall be reasonable 
and just. As the law is practically apptied, 
itis said to contain many elements of ad- 
vantage to the economical and profitable 
management of the business of the 
carriers, which they have not been 
slow to apprehend and take the benetit 
of. The commission ventures to express 
the hope that with this explanation 
respecting the mutual functions of the car- 
riers and the Commissioners in carrying the 
law into effect according to its true intent 
and meaning there will be no lack of good 
faith and active co-operation in continuing 
the normal activity of every kind of 
reputable tudustry and traffic throughout the 
land, under favorable, fair and reasonable 
terms, conceding frankly to the pee all the 
rights, benetits, advantages and equal privi- 
leges which the ‘‘act to regulate commerce’’ 
was intended to secure.

The Hall Divoree Case. 

Judge Seddon to-day rendered a decision in 
the Hall contested divorce case,!whichj occu- | 
pied the attention of the court last week. The | 
suit was instituted by the wife, who alleged a 
series of indignities. The husband set up in 
his answer a cross-bill charging his wife with 
infidelity. The Court holds that the evidence 
fails to sustain the cross-bill. The - specific 
charge of infidelity was supported by the tes- 
timony of one witness, a boy, who swore that 
he followed Mrs. Hall, who was in company 
with a stranger, toa house of unsavory repute 
on Spruce street. The demeanor of the wit- 
ness on the stand and the extreme improbabil- 

— his story convinced the Court that his 
whole testimony was false, and the Court had 
no difficulty in discarding it from consider- 
ation. 

As to the petition of the wife, acts of 
indignity were committed by the husband 
sufficient to justify her in leaving home. But 
the conduct of the wife was not clear 
of suspicion. The evidence gave rise, 
however, to mere suspicious circumstances; 
nothing was definitely proven to debar her of 
her right to diverce. After ber husband, in- 
spired by an almost insane jealousy, had 
dogged her steps like a hired detective for 
months he could seize upon nothing substan- 
tial to justify his jealousy. The Court con- 
cludes that she has not by misconduct 
forfeited her right to a divorce, the husband 
himself having been willing to confess that 
the separation was from his Own wrong, and 
that her conduct asa wife was such as to in- 
duce him to seek her forgiveness and return. 
Itis apparent to the Court, however, that the 
parties can never return to each other. Ifthe 
wife should return tothe husband In the face 
of his conduct in  bDiackening her 
character and in prefering false 
charges of improper conduct, she 
would more than justify any sus icions which 
may bave arisen from her imprudent conduct. 
She will be granted adivorce and the hus- 
band’s cross-bill will be dismissed. 

The elder child in Kentucky will be given to 
the father and the younger one will be given to 
the mother. An order of court may be 
granted for visiting the children in the future.

DEFIED HIS BISHOP. 


Father Donnelly, Being Dispossessed, Starts 
on a Lecturing Tour. 


By Telecravh to the Posr-DisrAren. 

MERCER, Pa., April 19.—Father Donnelly, 
‘who bag had charge of the parishes of Mercer 
and Greenville, has defied the authority of 
Bishop Mullen of this dioceve, and has started 
on a lecturing tour. He is delivering a discourse 
entitled ‘‘Fifteen Years Behind the Curtain, 
‘which refers to his term of service as a priest, 
and in it he assalls the authorities of the 


Church and the priesthood in violent terms. 
He is a graduate of the Niagara Falls 
Catholic College. Fifteen years ago he was 
assigned to the parish of Petroleum 
mtre. While there he disobeyed the order 
the then Bishop of Erie, in relation to his 
He was silenced by the 
bishop and ordered to the Trappist Monastery 
at Gethsemene, Ky., to do penance. He 
obeyed the order, and after —— the penance 
Was sent to the parish of Sartwell and Duke 
Centre, in the northern oil field. He was sub- 
uently transferred to Mercer and Green- 
ville. He was passionately fond of animals of 
all kinds, and recently, on several occasions, 
announced that he did not believe in future 
1 but in a heaven to which 
1 men and animals would be trans- 
ferred after death. Some of his parish- 
foners were rich, while a great many were 
poor. Of the latter a great number were in 
arrears for pew rents, and a few weeks ago 
e announced that he would not administer 
any of the rites of the Church to parishioners 
who remained in arrears. A week or8o ago 
two members of his church being on their 
deathbeds he was sent for to visit them and 
administer the last sacraments of the Church. 
Finding that the dying parishioners were de- 
jinquents, he refused to visit them. Bishop 
Mullen ordered him to perform his func- 
tions as a priest. He refused to obey. The 
bishop then sent Father Adams to visit the 
dying persons. The following Sunday Bishop 
ullen came to Father Donnelly’s parish to 
administer sacrament in the church. The 
parish committee, who were friends and sup- 
‘porters of the priest, locked the door and re- 
used to open it tothe bishop. The latter had 
the door forced opea. He disposessed Father 
Donnelly and installed Father Adams in his 
lace. Then Father Donnelly started on his

Prospects That the Called Session of the 
Legislature Will Be Interesting. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 19.—The called 
‘session of tho Legislature, which begins the 
20th, promises to be interesting.
